The Power of Lightning.

Throughout history man has 
always had respect, awe and 
even worship for lightning, 
However, man has not always 
known how to deal with it. 

For example, in the eigh- 
teenth century, it was the 
practice in Europe to ring 
church bells when thunder- 


storms developed. It was 


thought that the sound of the 
bells would somehow disrupt 


the continuity of the lightning ~ 


paths and even drive the light- 
ning away. 

Unfortunately, most of the 
churches were designed with 
tall towers making them 
attractive targets for lightning. 
To make matters worse, many 
of these churches were used 
for storing gunpowder, 

Lightning and ‘exploding 
gunpowder in churches were 
responsible for killing thou- 
sands of people in the eigh- 
teenth century..In 1786, the 
people of Paris passed a law 
making it illegal to ring a 
church bell during a thunder- 
storm. 

Over the Inst 200 years, we 
have learned a lot more about 
lighting and lightning safety. 
Yet, sometimes it seems we're 
just like those bell ringers of 
the eighteenth century. We 
«still don't know how to deal 
with lightning. 

Take 1996, for example. The 
National Weather Service 
reports that it was another 


deadly year for lightning in 
Florida. 

One hundred nineteen peo- 
ple were struck by lightning in 
Florida last year--nearly three 
times the yearly average. Of 
those struck by lightning, 13 
people lost their lives. 

Lightning kills around 100 
people each year in the United 
States. Florida is the nation's 
leader with an average of ten 
fatalities. That's twice the 
number of deaths for any other 
state and five times the 
national average. 

Who were last year's victims 
of lightning? According to the 
National Weather Service 
study, most were adult males, 
most victims were struck by 
lightning in June or July, most 
were outdoors and most were 
first time victims, except those 
seeking shelter under trees. 

The first lesson of lightning 
safety is don't go under a tree.

Yet, 53 of the 119 people 
struck by lightning last year 
sought shelter under a tree. 
Four of the 53 were killed. 
Many.of these victims were 
golfers. i 

Another basic rule of light- 


ning safety is to stay awa 


from water. Last year, 12 peo: 
ple were struck by lightning 
while they were standing near 
or in water, at a water park or 
at the beach. 

In his authoritative book All 
About Lightning, Professor 
Martin Unman of the 
University of Florida suggests 


a common sense approach i 


lightning safety. "Don't stan: 
under tall trees, don't stand up 
in a boat'and don’t go to the 
beach during a thunderstorm," 
Dr. Uman said. “In general, 
don't make a lightning rod out 
of yourself." Ps 

These are hardly new 
ideas. We've been hearing the 
same safety rules for years ye 
14 of last yenr's victims were 
stuck on airport runways, 
another six were struck while 
they were walking around in 
the middle of a thunderstorm 
and seven people got hit while 
working on their automobile. 

Your chances of being struck 
by lightning are about one in 
one million. You dramatical 
increase those odds by follow- 
ing Dr. Uman's advice about 
lightning safety.

The City of Belle Glade has 
experienced many changes and 
improvements over the last six 
years. During this time, the city 
commission has provided a sta- 
ble environment for staff to 
effectively seek solutions to 
problems facing our community. 
And, with more than 80 collec- 
tive years of experience, the 
city's management team has 
provided the leadership to meet 
past challenges as well as prepare for future 
needs. 

Our Public Safety Department continually 
strives to make the community a safer place in 
which to live and work. The department has 
received several Criminal Justice grants for 
placing more policemen on the street and for 
enhancing its law enforcement capabilities, The 
establishment of a policé substation at Osceola 
Center has positively impacted the area by 
reducing crime and improving communication 
between residents and law enforcement person- 
nel. Future plans include a second substation at 
S.W. 5th Street and B Place. 

Recently completed, Lake Shore Civic Cen- 
ter's $400,000 renovation 
was made possible through 
funding assistance provid- 
ed by Palm Beach County. 
The city currently is nego- 
tiating with the Glades 
Boys and Girls Club to lease a portion of the 
facility for much needed recreational programs 
for Glades youth. 

Other recreational grant funding includes 
$25,000 from Palm Beach County for the con- 
struction of a rain shelter/rest station on the 
back nine of the Municipal Golf Course and a 
$100,000 Florida Recreational Development 
Assistance Program matching grant to enhance 
the Marina Campground. The campground pro- 
ject involves extending the existing pavilion 
concrete slab to the water's edge by installing a 
wooden deck. Grant funding also will assist 
with developing a nature walk with rest sta- 
tions, installing roll-up shutters, resurfacing 
ature 


golf course. ` 

In addition to the campground improvements, 
two landscaping projects are greatly enhancing 
the marina area. The Solid Waste Authority 
donated 60 black olive trees to the city for beau- 
tifying the entryway to the pavilion, and the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers assisted in 
removing.all of the Australian pines from the 
Herbert Hoover Dike area. In an effort to 
'enhance recreational opportunities, staff will 
work with the Corps tó plant native trees and 
install picnic tables arid barbecue grills. 

More than $20,000 in Florida Department of 
Agriculture Urban and Community Forestry 


‘grants has been gwarded to the city for the 


development of an Urban Forestry Master Plan 
as well as Main Street entranceway improve- 
ments. The city also-has been awarded an 
$80,000 Beautiful Palm Beaches grant for land- 
scaping Main Street medians from Airport Road 
to the curve at Norman's Ice Plant. The city 
commission recently approved our long-range 
landscaping master plan and staff will begin 
implementing Phase One within the next few 
months. 

Belle Glade's strong alliance with Palm Beach 
County Housing and Community Development 
has resulted in numerous affordable housing 
programs for our residents. Community Devel- 
opment provides ongoing assistance for rehabili- 
tation and renovation and continually works to 
acquire properties for the construction of new 
homes through its Farmworker Housing Pro- 
gram. Tlie city receives approximately $400,000 
annually from Palm Beach County to assist 
with the reconstruction of roads, sidewalks, 
curbs and gutters, water and sewer lines, 
drainage, and catch basins. S.W. 8th Street was 
completed through this program, and we are 
currently working on S.W. 6th Street. Housing 
and Community Development has also secured 
grant funding to purchase and install play- 
ground équipment in all of the city's major 
parks.

The installation of a traffic sig- 
nal.on Main Street at the Bif 
Lake Plaza entrance way to Taco 
Bell and McDonald's is one of the 
city's major priorities. Although 
the intersection design was 
approved by the Ft. Lauderdale 
FDOT office, Tallahassee FDOT 
has requested that city engineers 
redesign the intersection, Once 
s accomplished, we will proceed with 
pulling permits and begin construction, 

Due to the characteristics of Belle Glade's 
muck soil, the city is constantly repairing side- 
walks, curbs and gutters, roads, and broken 
water lines. Avenue E/Martin Luther King 
Blvd. has been engineered, and we plan to begin 
construction for replacing all sidewalks, realign- 
ing catch basins to improve drainage, replacing 
curb and gutters, and milling and repaving sec- 
tions of the road. This $950,000 project will be 
funded by Palm Beach County. wt 
Public Services has been and is still acquiring 
new equipment which we will have to sustain 
for many years. Without borrowing over the 
past six years, the city has 
budgeted and purchased new 
trash trucks, garbage trucks, 
a grader, a street sweeper, a 
vac-con truck, and numerous 
pick-ups and utility truckq; 

This new equipment was a major commitment 

of taxpayer dollars and we will maintain and 

protect it from the elements by constructing an 
additional equipment garage at public services. 

Stringent requirements mandated by federal, 
state, and county agencies have put an ever- 
increasing burden on the city regarding water 
and wastewater capacities as well as stormwa- 
ter management requirements. Fortunately, the 
city has been able to meet.the requiremen: 
mandated by Florida Department of Envirón- 
menta? Protection and other governmental 
agencies. 

In December 1995, the city issued a refunding ' 
bond for previously issued water and sewer 
bonds. The refunding resulted in a lower inter- 
est rate on the city's outstanding water and 
sewer system debt, which representa a savings 
of approximately $1,700,000 for the City of 
Belle Glade. t * 

Through political and technical expertise, the 
city acquired the necessary funding at a favor- 
able interest rate of 2:659» from the State 
Revolving Loan Fund to continue the rehabilita- 
tion of the deep well, begin rehabilitation of the 
sewer collection lines and lift stations, ‘and 
design the Wastewater Treatment Plant expan- s 
sion. The design of the plant is complete and 
final review from the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection is in progress. Upon commi 
sion approval, construction will begin later this 
year. This expansion will double the capacity of 
the city’s existing facility, thus allowing for 
future growth. '. 

With the South Florida Conservancy District's 
financial support, the city has updated its 
Stormwater Management Master Plan and 
Water Quality Report as well as requested bids 
for the Stormwater Utility. Upon completion, 
the city will pursue the construction of Bel! 
Giade’s st8rmwater runoff system. ' — 

The need for the city to work with its citizens 
to promote and diversify the local economy is 
evident in the pursuit of the Belle Glade Busi- 
ness Park. Fifty acres of State Trust land has 
been committed for this project, and funding is 
in place to purchase the land. The Palm Beach 
County Commission has committed $500,000 
for infrastructure and $50,000 for land acquisi- 
tion. We are awaiting approval on an addition: 
grant for $200,000 from the United States 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- * 
ment also to be used on infrastructure. By pro- 
viding available land to prospective businesses 
and industry, Belle Glade can move into the 
21st Century with a stronger economic base.

Unless one ‘is already 
involved in the world of. avia- 
tion and extreme sports, it’s 
doubtful that you would keep 
up with the sport of skydiving. 

I, onthe other hand, was 
treated to a free akydive by the 
staff and owner of Skydive 
Palm Beachslocated at the air- 
port'just'ótitside ofPahokee:so 
Tiwas introduced to'one of the 
"most thrilling: experiences’ of 
any life. 

It all started when I arrived 
at the airport and filled out the 
necessary papers to make my 
jump. I was 2 little apprehen- 
sive and I really wasn't sure I 
wanted to actually jump but all 
fears were set aside after I met 
my skydive instructor Don 
Krueger. He was incredibly 
professional and let me know 
first thing that I could back out 
at any time and that he would- 
n't be mad at me. 

That wasn't what I needed to 
hear 80 I informed him that he 
was to throw me out of the 
plane if I didn't go willingly. He 
said I would have to tell him I 
wanted to go and if I didn't tell 
him, I wouldn't leave the plane. 
Whew, what a relief! 

After watching instructional 
videos’ and talking to Don 
about my every concern and 
fear that had to do with sky- 
diving, it was time for me to 
gear up for the big jump. 

First, I put on what was 
called a jump suit. Its main 
purpose is to keep you from 
getting.cold during the jump. 
Then it was time to put on the 
harness that would’ attach me 
to my new best friend, Don.

(Its amazing how much you 
come to love the person you are 
strapped to when you khow 
you are going to jump from a 
plane.) 

After Don made sure I was 
securely fastened in, he suited 
up. Now all there was to do was 
wait üntil-it was my turn to get 
in the plane. 

Let, me tell you, a lot of 
things. went through .my. head 
while Iwas waiting and I'm 
sure my apprehension stood 
out among all the apparently 
calm and collected skydivers 
and staff but they were really 
nice and talked to me about 
their experiences with skydiv- 
ing and.made me feel as if I 
was a regular skydiver. 

Don camé.up to me ‘and 
announced that it was time... 
was actually getting €xéited 
about the jump! 

Don and I ascended 14,500 
feet into the air with two other 
jumpers and our camera man, 
Bill O'Connor. The ride in the 
plane was incredibly calming 
and exciting at the same time 
and it was at that time that I 
knew without a doubt that I 
was going to jump. 

When we reached an altitude 
of 14,500 feet, the door of the 
plane was opened and the two 
experienced skydivers jumped 
first* It was just me, Don, and 
the camera man, Bill. Bill was 
hanging on to the outside of the 
airplane and Don and I were 
balancing on the edge of the 
floor. I saw my feet dangling 
over the edge, I felt the pierc- 
ing cold air blowing in my face 
and when è Bill '- asked, 


“Stephanie, are you ready to- 


jump?", I screamed, "YES!" at

the top of my lungs. 

Two seconds later, I was 
plummeting towards the earth 
traveling at speeds over 120 
miles .per hour attached to a 
person I had just met. 

The first thing I noticed was 
that I didn't feel a falling sen- 
sation like I expected to. It felt 
like Iwas a bird flying and the 
ground was coming towards 
me., 

It seemed I was only free 
falling for just a second before I 
was instructed by Don to pull 
the rip cord. (The rip cord is 
what makes the parachute 
open and skydivers, no matter 
how inexperienced they are, 
are extremely familiar with 
this piece of equipment.) 
Actually I was about 4,000 feet 
from the ground before it was 
time to open the parachute 

After I pulled the rip cord 
and,the parachute opened, I 
experienced the most tranquil 
feeling. It is so quiet you can 
hear your heart beating. I was 
able to see the' surrounding 
aréas from à new perspective 
and at that time able to under- 
stand how skydiving could be 
addicting to many people. 

Don let me steer the para- 
chute and as we made our 
gradual descent to the ground, 
I felt lucky to have been able to 
experience 'such an exciting 
sport first hand. 

After a nearly flawless larid- 
ing, Don and I shook hands 
and I gave him a big hug. 
Without him, it would be 
impossible for’ jnexperienced 
skydivers like myself to make 
jumps without specialized 
training. 

The jump I made was called

fifteen minutes of training and 
a strong heart.
